The court 
holds that the interstate commerce 
business of the road an well as income 
from express business of chartered 
lines form the principal on which the 
B per emit shall be paid to the state.

In the matter of ImeK taxes the court 


holds against thp state, which sought 
to recover its percentage since 1877. 
On this point tln> court says that gov- 
ernors previous to Deneon accepted the 
accounts of the railroads and the pay- 
nents made by the roud without ques-

Take Action in the 


Matter. 


Prevalence of 
vermin, commonly 


known as lice, has 
caused the city 


board of health to be requested to close 
the Hairmer. Jefferson and Miner pub- 
lic schools until 
the authorities can 


check the epidemic that has become 
so annoying that segregation 1» re- 
garded as the only remedy. 


This condition exists in all of the 


schools from time to time and none 
of them ii entirely free during the 
school terms, but the parasites have 
taken such a hold that heroic meas- 
ures are deemed necessary and will be 
adopted if no other means of cu'rblng 
the spread is offered. 
^ 


It Ig not confined entirely to the 


children, as the teachers have suf- 
fered In some instances and pupils 
have been turned a:vay In great num- 
bers. 


"The vermin has its origin in filth," 


said Dr. Eric CruII, secretary of the 
city health board, "but it does not fol- 
low that only filthy pupils have them. 
Examinations have revealed the pres- 
ence of the pests in the heads of chil- 
dren of the best families where it is 
known that soap and water is used <n 
quantities. The children, however, are 
thrown together and nobody is im- 
mune. 


"One 
difficulty is that Dr. C. R. Dan- 


cer, medical examiner for the schools, 
who is doinff good work among the 
pupils, has no authority to admit chil- 
dren after he -has once sent them home. 
They come to the office of the board 
and we satisfy ourselves that there is 
no vermin present. They develop in a 
day or two and the doctor is compelled 
to exclude the pupils. 
__ 


"I am not finding fault with the sys- 


tem ot medical examination, but the 
rule ought to be, changed so that the 
examining officer can issue permits 
for the reaflmlttance of thoie he ex- 
cludes.". 


The health board is a-little slow to 


close 'the schools if there is a possi- 
bility of avoiding It and for that-rea- 
son a consultation and full examina- 
tion will be had before the step is tak- 
en.

Mr. CTConnor figured the enire value 
of all Miss Jen-ems'.imported rearing 
apparel at about ll.So'O. She was ask- 
ed if she did not want to amend her 
declaration and said.she did not. 


In that easel Mr. O'Connor said, the 


trunks, would'be sent to the apprais- 
ers' stores. 
Miss Jerrems permitted 


them to go there, persisting Jn her re- 
fusal to amend the declaration.

was told to appear today before Sur- 
veyor Henry and Special Deputy Sur- 
veyor George.

The surveyor and his chief assistant 


were a bit startled by the attitude of

"Did 
you read the instructions on the decla- 
ration blank you received on the 
steamship?" she said she had read 
them. but. that she did not taJt* them 
seriously. She said she also had read 
the printed pamphl«« distributed to 
passengers and did not take that seri- 


ously, either. 


Mr. Smythe asked her if she had not 


observed that the revised statutes pro- 
vided penalties of fine, imprisonment 
and confiscation .of goods for gross 
undervaluation, such as hers ivas. the 
value of goods being more than 100 
per-cent, above what she had sworn 
to in her declaration. She said she was 
aware ot this- and was inclined not to 
take it seriously.

If a bag were filled with 
BOO "acceptable heavy" half dollars, it 
might weigh from 500 to 1,000 grains 
more than a. bag. filled with 600 "ac- 
ceptable lights" of the same denomi- 
nation.

'Another- important improvement at 
the mint is the automatic, self-feeding 
coining proceai.

When the 
machine is in motion this disk revolves 
slowly, and the blanks drop through 
into a stacking tube, whence they are 
carried by little clutches and placed 
under the stamp.

Police Court Magistrate Sees Much of 


Suffering and Misery of Life. 


(New 
York Evening Sun.) 


Charles W. Appleton looks upon the 


courtroom not as a punitive tribunal 
)Ut more as a schoolroom for the un- 
nformetl citizens, still densely ignor- 
ant of institutions and lau^. He lias 
served as a police magistrate since 
March last. His is the inside' point of 
view in regard to what It means to be 


magistrate, but it Is fresh and full 


of human Interest 


"No one sees more of the very poor 


and their sufferings than a magistrate 
These things do not come to the eye 
of the average person. I had been In 
the district attorney's office for seven 
years, and I thought that I had seen 
all the known kinds ot human misery 
But my experience there was nothing 
compared to what I have discovem 
recently here. 


"The initial impression that comes 


over me when I ascend to the bench 
of a morning is one of great pity am 
wonder. 
"Where can they all come 


from—these people who crowd into the 
court room dally wth their troubles 
They never decrease in numbers, in 
spite of all our well meaning efforts 
I look back upon the cases o£ the pre 
vous day anad always wonder wha 
new ones the current day may bring 
forth. 


"Tho most common complaints that 


come to me are the outcroppings of 
tenement house quarrels. There is no 
end of that sort of trouble. The quar- 
rels are the result of liquor largely and 
violent hursts of temper. 
The people 


who mix up in such rows call each 
other horrible names, even if they do 
not fall to Mows. 
In the women's 


fights each is nearly always as much 
to blame as the others. One tries to 
heat the rest to .court in order to ap- 
pear as complainant instead of defend- 
ant. 
Foolish 
mothers take up the 


petty spats of their children in the 
streets and convert them finally into 
hair-pulling matches."

\ A combination of aeroplane and cap- 
tive ballon, devised for the express 
purpose ot furnishing a

apparatus to train aeronauts, has been 
invented and patented by Tred 
A. 


Schluetcr, a local candy salesman.
